In the Democratic! response, 47 un- 


qualifiedly favor an amendment of the 
rules, 5 give a qualified answer, 4 op- 
pose a change no A 3 lira non-committal. 
To the second, or silver question, 4. 
favor legislation, 47 oppose it and Sine 
non-oomtnittal. To the third or tariff- 
reform qiiBstioi:, 53 favor tatiff agitation 
3 oppose nud 3 nre 
non-committal. 


For Speaker, 58 are for Carlisle, 1 for 
Randall and 1 non-committal. 


The 
-whole number of Republican 


members who responded is 91. 
For 


amending the rules of the House, 48 un- 
qualifiedly approve, 12 qualify their an- 
swers, 9 oppose and 22 are noncommit- 
tal. Sixty favor legislation on the sil- 
ver question, 16 oppose it and 15 are 
non-committal. 
Seventy-five 
oppose 


tariff legislation, 4 favor it and 12 are 
non-committal. 
For Speaker, 30 are 


for Frank Hisoook, 23 for Reed of Maine, 
11 for Governor Long of Massachusetts, 
and 27 are non-committal. 


Tbe New York Board of Trade and 


Transportation recently sent out 60,000 
circulars to merchants throughout the 
United States asking the prevailing 
opinion in various localities as to the 
advisability of continuing the compul- 
sory coinage of silver dollars. 
A large 


number of replies are published in an 
•veiling paper from representative busi- 
ness men throughout the country. The 
mojority of those published condemn 
further coinage. 


Nevada might do well by annexing 


southern Idaho, but it is not particular- 
ly anxiouB abont it. The total cost of 
maintaining onr State Government is 
only a quarter of a million dollars annu- 
ally. Our real and personal roll ia $28,- 
000,000. Tbe State rate of taxation is 
only 90 cents. The people are only 
taxed on about one-third of their prop- 
erty, and although the rate is 90 cents 
the 
taxpayers are not complaining 


much. It will be less before it is more. 


Veiieral Sheridan and Secretary Kn 


Ulcott. 


It is current gossip among army offi- 


cers that Secretary Endioott intends to 
•withhold the annual report of General 
Sheridan to the War Department from 
the public for a time. Tbe reason as- 
signed for this action is that the Gener- 
al has severely antagonized iu the re 
port the Secretary's action in assum- 
ing the right to assign the officers of 
Sheridan's staff. 
It is probable that 


tkia portion of the report -will be with- 
held from tho press, and only an abstract 
given, which will contain none of the 
matter embracing General Sheridan's 
criticism of tbe head of the Depart- 
ment. 


in ttie Personnel of tbe 


tvoverument Service. 


Those who have complained that 


changes have been made in the person- 
nel of the Governmunt service more 
slowly than was expected, would prob- 
ably change their opinion if they should 
carefully examine the ground, and real- 
ize how many changes have really tak- 
en place. 
In the State Department 


only one of the assistant Secretaries, 
Governor Porter, is a Democrat; but in 
the consular and 
diplomatic service 


nearly every important position ia now 
in Democratic hands. In the Treasury 
Department, changes have been more 
marked. The Secretary, both assistant 
Secretaries, the Chief Clerk, the Ap- 
pointment Clerk, Commissioner of In- 
ternal Ileveaue, all the Auditors, tbe 
Treasurers and Assistant Treasurers, 
Chief of the Custom divisions and many 
of the chief of divisions in tbe various 
bureaus, nre now Democrats, while in, 
the large number of offices throughout 
the country, which come under this 
Department, the changes have been fully 
as extensive. In the War and Navy 
Department but few changes have been 
mrde, for neither of these Departments 
ate regarded as political, aud 
the 


vroik required demands long exper- 
ience. In the Postoffiee and Inter- 
ior Departments, however, hardly a 
prominent official remains from the last 
administration. Major Lockwood, the 
Chief Clerk of the Interior Department, 
being the notable exception. It is a 
matter of 
considerable 
speculation 


among the friends of the adrniniBtrution 
why tbe Major continues to occupy that 
position, for it is known that several 
capable Democrats would be glad to re- 
ceive the appointment. 
Not only in 


the Department force in Washington hays 
the changes been effected, but in a large 
number of other offices, Indian agents, 
general land agents, pension agents and 
Postmasters, which come under the con- 
trol of these two Departments, the same 
extensive system of removals has been 
adopted. 
The Attorney-General has 


also made a clean sweep in hia Depart- 
ment of the prominent officials, and it 
may be set down as a fact that when 
Congress shall meet tbe members will be 
satisfied that good Democratic work, so 
far as making the personnel of the Gov- 
ernment service conform to tbe domi- 
nant political faith is concerned, ha* 
been done during the vacation . All this 
has not by any means been the work of 
the President, but the various Secreta- 
ries have themselves attended to the so- 
called purging of their own Department 
of the Republicans and substituting 
Democrats in their .places. 


THE WHITE HOUSE. 


The Appeal of the 12th inst. says: 


The decision of the Supreme Court in 
the new school law, renders all tbe acts 
of the State School Board, noil and void. 
Life certificates issued to teaoheis by 
that Board are worthless. It is to be 
hoped that the decision will be a lesson 
to those who, at each session of the Leg- 
islature, put in sixty days tampering 
with educational matters. 


The Appeal is evidently ill advised 


ad to the action of the Supreme Court, 
aud to tbe scope of the decision mad*, 
which only effects section 2 of an Act. 
which among other things provided for 
the election of school trustees for three 
and five years on tbe second Saturday 
of May, which section was pronounced 
unconstitutional. No^question has aris- 
en or been presented to tbe Court tbat 
involves tbe power and duties of tbe 
State Board of Education. The Act du- 
nning these ia separate and distant from 
ike one included in tbe section which 
has been pronounced unconstitutional. 
-Teachers holding life diploma*, educa- 
tional diplomas, need not be alarmed as 
to their validity. The Appeal is a little 
too previous in its conclusions and com- 
•aenta. 


There is a race between tbe Northern 


Pacific and the O. B. and N. Company 
to see which shall first build branches 
into tbe rich agricultural districts. This 
fresh boom in the Northwest has been 
started by tbe tremendous harvest up in 
that country this year. The people of 
tha East will realize before long that 
there is a West and Northwest in this 
country, and not a Wall street in tbe 
whole section. 


The Civil Service Commission Thurs- 


day directed the Board of Examiners at 
New i'ork to certify to the Collector, in 
case of examination for Weighers, the 
•whole number, at once, of those found 
eligible for appointment—some thirty 
persons—placing the disabled soldiers 
first, in the order of their grades. 


Or. Newman «« Uvncrnl Grant. 


Bev! Dr. John P. Newman lectured in 


Baltimore Thursday night on the "Life 
and services ol General Grant." He 
spoke in the highest terms of the patri- 
otism and philanthropy 
of General 


Grant, and defended him 
from the 


charge of being a blockhead at college. 
He stood No. 21 in his class, but his 
average was reduced by demerits given 
because of carelessness in the polish of 
his shoes and burnishing of his buttons. 
In comparing Grant to McClellan, the 
reverend lecturer said that if he had a 
city to capture he would select a Grant, 
but if he had one to defend a McClellan 
would be chosen. Henry Ward Beecher 
was unmercifully scored for making the 
assertion that after General Grant's re- 
turn from Europe he abandoned himself 
to wild speculations. 


Senator Sharon died at 3:40 yesterday 


afternoon. His was a busy life, and of 
much good to himself, 
family 
and 


friends. He lived to within a couple of 
years of three score and ten. Bis vir- 
tues will be treasured by his friends 
while life shall last. Peace to him in 
the other world. 


HAN' DOWN ANTOPEB PDLLRT.—The 


men who are in search of office have as 
much regard for Civil Service reform as 
tbe two darkies who were steeling chick- 
ens had for tbe laws of property.

Mr. C»r- 
lifcle in the last CougreBs was uuder 
very great obligations to Mr. Morrison 
for his election, as Mr. Morrison was 
his skilled and successful campaign 
mauagei-. But Mr. Carlisle in the Forty- 
ninth Congress, from present iudica- 
tiouH, will owe hi* success entirely to 
the reputation which he guinod as an 
efficient and impartial Speaker.
